mean Parentage : His Father was one Samuel Oats born at Norwich; and 

brought up there in Weaving Norwich Stuff, the chief ManifaQtor of that 

Town; inthe time of Civil Broyls, he ſtep'd from the-Loom into the 'Pul- 

pit, where he retailed Sedition and Nonſegle to the Baptiſts, being account- 

ed among them a Famous Preacher and a reat Gifted Brother ; he was not 

CONLent te give thoſe of his Tribe common Waſhing, but ſouced and douced 

them ſo that he drowned a Holy Siſter in the dipping, for the which he nar-

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Titzs Oat ..tiff he was Five Years of Age way much troubled with Convel- 
fron-Fits _ ling! hopes of Life.; bur afterwards growing ſtnanger, was 

; brought up by Mis Father from Okew to London} where in thas tiny he was ſo 
+ Famous for Lying amongſt his Companions, that ſeveral did prefage his fu- 
ture Villanies, and that one timeor another if he was not taken .off by the 
hand of Juſtice, he w EY Kingdoms in Corws/ſons. He went for 
ſome time to We th ol byt profirted little in Learning, his Geni- 
ous being wholly bent to Baſeneſs and Villanie : Afterwards when his Fa- 
ther had procured by his ſeeming Conformity a Beneſice at Haſtings he took 


his hopeful Sprig, Tzt#s down with him, and Baptized him at the Age of ,12 
Years hgving ſome Fincipal People of the Town for Gcdfathers and Godmo. 
thers,” Fter he had gontinuedſomg few Years with his Father at Haſt/hgs; 
he was Tent tot iverfity of Cambridge where he wagequally remarkgble 


for his Dulnels, and he giving there a moſt remarkable Inſtance of his Rogue- 
ry. Kebought a Gown of a Poor Taylor, and when he was Dun'd for the mo- 


ney, he fwgre hefore his, Tutor that he would take the Sacrament upon it 
that teaday dbim INES by his. T utorfow he carng by fo. much 
money, ſite all money pþit rþrough his hands, Ig ſaid it was privately ſent 
him by his Mother by a Carrier, and Named hirn 3 e'Carvicrafterwards bc- 
ing called, he neither knew Oats, nor any thing of the matter. Oats was now 
but a freſh manasto his ſtanding in the Univerfity, bur a Maſter of Arts in 
Lyipg and Swearing: After he had Rtaidfome ſmalltime in the Univerſity , 
beigg Notggious for all-ſorts of Debaucheries ; be was called home, Ly his 
Father to bE& his Vicas at Haſtin s, his Father by this means preventing his be- 
ing expelled the Univerfity, w Hh he having neither Wit nor-Learning pre- 
ſegtly | _ ſcandal of the Pulpit, infomuch that the Fiſherwoman pul- 
ledhim out of the Pulpit during his aboce at Haſtingr,, he was always qu 
relling, and by Lyes afid Falſe Sedition ſetting Neighbours by the Ears, and 
afterwards Notorioully forſwore himſelf in the Cafe of Mr. Parker Junior, 
which is related by people vvorthy of all Credit as follovvs.

fatisfied with the Church of Englands Dottrine, ahdſhe as lirtle with his Pras 
tice and 'Example. After he had diſcourſed forme members of the Rawwas 
Communion, he was as he pretended all on Fire to be joynedto it and reſolved 
to become-a new man, and ſoat laſt he was admitted ; then [nothing vyould 
ſerve his turn but he vvould needs become an Apoſtle, and reduce all as he {aid 
to the Antient Faith, thoſe vuyhom hetranſafted this Aﬀair vvith being 
vvholly ignorant of his former flagitious Lite, vvere prevailed vvith, by his Se- 
minary:Zeal to give him Commendatioos for the Engliſh Seminary at Yallc= 
dolid in Spain by the Name of Titus Oats ; there he'had not been long, but 
he gave many Evident Proofs of his Encorigable Nature and Blockiſhaeſs ; ſo 
being a conltant,Quarreller, and Combattant with the Servants and found alto« 
gether unfit to proceed any farther, after fome Two Months time he was dif 
miſſed that Coledge and took Ship;atBilboe and ſocame for Engtand,never com- 
ing near Sa/amaxca,of which Famous Univerſiry he pretended to be a DoRtor. - 

After he came into England he began 'to be very troubleſome to his Romiſh / | 
Acquaintance, ſtill pretending great Zeal, and that he miſcarried at Y4/lodolid 
only becauſe he did not underſtand the Humourof the Spainyards, who were 
ſuperiors of that Colledge ; and fo at laſt he prevailed with them to give him a 
ſecond Recommendariqn to St. Omers, hoping he ſhould give ther better (- 
tisfaCtion in a Seminary ofall Engliſh; and there he was received by the Name 
of Sampſon, a Namethat ſomething ſquared to his Atchievements ; for -he 
killed as many men almoſt as Sampſon, and that by the ſame Infttument, the 
Faw-Bone of an Aſſe,( and after ſet Fire on the Foxes Fails : ) 'He came thither 
about December 1677. having bor but the Summer before at '/ilogo/id:; be 
had not been long there, but he begati to be as remarkable ay head 'been ar 
V alledolid : The Boyes for his folly and tupidnel$ Alecking aborithim as ſmall 
Birds'do about an Owle, ſo that he vu judged by:all-very unfitito.goon;.vo 
higher Studies not bging able to ſpeak two; words of trueLatiaasis evident. hy 
what was proved lately.in Court againſt him, and 'by bis own-eflaying:to 
read the Yearof our Lord,. out of gures into Latir-words ; and 'belides be 
was veryproud and diſobedient, {lig] ring the deſcipline of the Houſe; and 
perperually —_— and ſpeaking ill of the Royel' Family; ſd: that at laſt 
they reſolved to diſmiſs him, having received his CharaQter from Ya/lpavlig; 
accordingly he was turned out about the middle of June 1678 !:;.__ | 

Theres one thing very remarkable happened the Night before his Diſmiſ(- 
ſion, which is as follows- | : : 

Thereis by Relation a private Oratory in the Seminary where the Students 
do their private Devotions; there being there an Altar and a Crucifix, one 
of the Superiors of the Houle c-ming late to do his Devotion, obſerved that 
Mr. Sampſon was got upon the Altar, and his hand upon the hand of the Cru- 
cifix ; he asked him what he was doing, he replyed he was taking leave. of 
Jeſus Chriſt ; at his Diſmiſſion he ſaid to ſeveral of the Students, he would 
be revenged of the Jeſvirs to the full for denying him Encrance'into their Or- 
der, and for turning him out of the Colledge, both which it ſeems he has 
in great part performed. After he came over into Ezglazd again, he went 


fentkingup and down the Town among the Romaniſts and was very trouble- 
ſome, being perpetually beggin Tometting for 4poorStadent and-2 conver t- 
ed Miniſter, who had Voluntarily left a great Benefice for to Embrace the Cx- 
tholick Fatth, which moved the CR of _ to _ that he —_ 
Were 00 great Friends of the Jeſuits ; he made great complaints, an& threat.

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ned them ſore ; he told ſome of the Jeſ#:rs ( who afterwards by the Virtue of 
his Oath were Exeeuced,) that if they ey would not by ſuch a time furniſh him 
with ſuch a Sum of Mozexthey ſhouldall repent it ; they knowing their own 
Conſcience, looking on him as 2 mere Vagabond and Scoundrel, took no no- 
tice of what he ſaid knowing his Majefties Clemencie, and never ſuſpeCting 
thathe would take ſuch a Diabolical Courſe as ſwearing of Treafon;bur onl 
inform of them as being Prieſts : Oats in the mean time was Caballing wit 
Dr. Tongue andthe Earl of Shaftsbwry. | 
-- It's generally ſuppoſed that T7 oxguc drew up his Narrative : Oats bei 
among the Teſtirs as you have heard for ſometime could furniſh'them wi 
Names of ſeveral; bur they drew up the Method of the pretended Treaſon, 
and altered ir afterwards according as they found the Pulſe of the Nation 
beat. About the middleof Auguſt they thought all things were ready for a 
ſham Diſcovery, and ſo was the Brat Midwifed into the World, which after 
the unveterate Malice of ſome, and the Folly and Madneſs of others ; grew 
ina ſhort time into that great Gyant that like another {G0/iah defyed the 
' Arms of the Living Lord. | 
After the ſitting of the Parliament which was in Ofober following, Tites 

came into that Credit, that at the Interceſſion of the Houſe of Commons ; 
he had Ten Pounds a Week allowed him and a Guard, which Pention was 
continued till after the Oxford Parliament, where at the Tryal of Stephen 
Colledpe Oars ſetup for an Evidence againſt the King, and at his return was 
forbid the Court ; then he went and herded himfſelt among the FaCtious Par- 
ty of the City where he Caballed but was never truftcd in the great Deſign ; 
becauſe as Coll. R#mſcy ſaid, he was too great a Rogue; however they main- 
-tained him very well, but his credit ſunk lower and lower, cvery day ; and 
was quite ruined upon the Diſcovery- of the Phanarick Plot ; The Summer 
' following he was clapt upiato the Kings-Bench, upon an Aftion of Scandaluxs 
Magnatum againſt our preſent King, where he has behaved himſelf very in- 
' folently and talked very baſely of the Royal Family, which by the Diſcovery 
- of his pretended Plot,he pretended ro have a great kindneſs far-this Term: Up- 

on the gth. of Mev, and alſo upon the zoth. he was found out to be a great 
| Impoſter, and to have falſely Perjured himſelf by above threeſcoreEvidences, 
many of them Proteſtants ; for which he is now ro ſuffer ſeveral *Penalties,
